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Profit on Small Farms. 

Readers who ore interested in dairy farming should not 
fail to write to the department of agricultural at Wastting- 
ton, D.C., for “Farmers’ Bulletin No, 342, An Example of 
Model Farming.” ‘This article was originally ‘printed in 
the department Yearbook for 1903, but the demand for it 
has been so great that Secretary Wilson has wisely had it 
reprinted in order to give wider publicity to the methods 
by which a great success was achieved on a small acreage. 
The bulletin can be had forthe asking. 

This farm is a 15-acre tract not far from Philadelphia. 
It has 13 acres under cultivation. The soil is red, gravelly 
clay. The owner, a retired minister, took the place in 1881, 
with a $7,200 mortgage upon it. It was so run down that 
it did not supply feed for the two cows and a horse kept on 
it. How it was brought toa remarkable state of fertility 
solely by the use of stable minure applied directly from the 
barn, as it was produced; how it raises all the feed for 30 
head of stock, 17 of which are cows in milk; how the 
mortgage was paid off in the first six years and large profits 
have since been derived—all this and much more the bul- 
letin tells. 

The owner ascribes much of his success to the practice 
of “soiling” his cattle. As this is not used much in the 
west, it may be said that “soiling” consists in cutting and 
feeding green feed in summer instead of allowing the ani- 
mals to run on a pasture. At first this did not prove satis- 
factory, because no other food was used, but as he studied 
the books on the subject our “greenhorn” preacher-farmer 
soon learned to feed dry hay with his “soiling” crops. This 
made the handling of the manure much easier, and the 
farm not only began to pay a profit but to increase in fer- 
tility. No commercial fertilizers aud no manure from out- 
side the farm have ever been used. Of course much 
valuable fertilizer has been added annually from the rich 
mill products fed the cows. The roughage is all raised on 
the farm, but all the grain is bought. 

On a farm of this size pastures are of course out of the 
question. There is not even a barn yard. The 30 head of 
stock remain in the barn the year round. This is possibly 
not the best practice; it has been supposed that exercise 
was needed by milch cows; but the stables have been kept 
scrupulously clean and the cows are healthy and great 
milkers. The same system obtains in Denmark, a dairy 
country par excellence, wisere the cows stand in their stalls 
from November to May and are staked out in the field the 
rest of the year. 

The bulletin gives many delails of the farm system, 
including the management and rotation of crops, the care 
and feeding of the cows, the handling of the manure that 
has proved the source of the farmer’s good furtune, the 
curing of hay, ensilage, marketing of the milk, ete. Itisa 
brief and most persuasive textbook of the value of method 
and the profits that may be had from what many larger 
farms-waste.— Vancouver World.
